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KINGSTON-IUIINECL1FF FERRY 


The Wicks' Kingston-Rhinccliff Ferry Bit 


was passed by the Senate on Tuesday and 
will now go to the Assembly, where it 
expected to be passed. From the Assembly, 
the measure, which calls for an appropria 
tion not to exceed $250,000, will then go to 
the Governor for his signature. 


The bill to provide preliminary action to- 


ward building a Kingston-Rhinecliff bridge 
also went to Governor Dewey, but he vetoed 
it. However, the Governor in his veto did 
not slam the door shut on the proposal for 
a bridge here but suggested that further 
study be made to determine if the bridge 
would be self-sufficient. 


Supporters of the ferry measure will do 


well to remember the veto of the bridge bill 
and be prepared to prove to the Governor 
that the ferry is not only wanted but needed 
by the people of Kingston and Ulster County 
and by the people of upper Dutchess County. 


The ferry service, as we understand it, is 


for the period of the war. 


The bridge across the Hudson from Kings- 


ton to Rhinecliff should be a postwar project 
and efforts should be renewed to get its 
approval. 


Governor Dewey in his veto of the pro- 


posal for preliminary study and plans for 
construction of the bridge, stated that fur- 
ther study of the proposition was required 
and that there was some doubt as to whether 
there was need for a bridge at this point. 
Senator Wicks' bridge bill provided an ap- 
propriation of 550,000. 


Veto of the bill came as a surprise to local 


people who had hoped that the appropriation 
sought would be made so that preliminary 
plans might be made of the project which 
was sought as a postwar works proposition. 


Local firms doing business on the east side 


of the river have sought to have some pro- 
vision made to give them access to the terri- 
tory on the Rhinebeck shore, either by re- 
opening of the ferry route, which was dis- 
continued some years ago or through the 
erection of a bridge as a postwar project. 


The Kingston Business Men's Association 


sponsored the move for a temporary plan for 
the operation of the ferry. 


Since the ferry service was discontinued 


between Kingston and Rhinecliff, these com- 
munities have been isolated as far as ex- 
change of business is concerned.

pressed wishes of the peoples concerned; 


'Third, they respect the right of all peoples t 


choose the form of government under which the 
will live; and they wish to sue sovereign rights an' 
*elf-governmcnt restored to those who have1 been 
forcibly deprived of them;" 


Now. we go to the Dumbarton Oaks Agrecmen 


and we find this: 


"1. The organization is based on the principl1 


of the sovereign ctjuality ol all peace-loving Stales.1 


In the Report ol Crimea Conference after Yalta 


the issue was restated but differently as follows: 


"Tliis is a prmdple of the Atlantic Charter- 


the right of all peoples to choose the form of gov 
crnment under which they will live—the restora 
tion of sovereign rights and .self-government t 
Ihose j>eoples who have been forcibly deprived u 
them by the aggressor nations." 


President Roosevelt, in fii.s report (o Congress 


repealed the promise, but quite differently, 
HI 
said: 


"They will endeavor lo sec lo it that interim 


governing authorities arc as representative as pos 
sible of all democratic elements in the population 
and that free elections arc held as soon as possible 


Then he went on: 
"Responsibility for political conditions thousand; 


of miles away can no longer be avoided. . . . Fina 
decisions in these areas arc Koiny to be made joint 
ly; and therefore they will often be a result o 
give-and-take compromise. . . •" 


So, let us sec exactly how the original state 


ment in the Atlantic Charier, according to 
the 


second and third paragraphs already quoted, make 
the situation clear. No aggression is lo be tolerat 
ed. Any people has a right lo choose its own gov 
ernment unhampered by any country, whcthe: 
"flggres$or" or "peace-loving." In 
the 
Atlanta 


Charter, the rights of a people lo the moden 
equivalent of self-determination, is without quali- 
fication. In fact, nothing is said about peace-lovint, 
countries, I suppose on the assumption that there 
are none such, certainly not in Europe or Asia 
Dumbarton Oaks introduces the phrase 
"peace- 


loving" but it adherus Vo the doctrine of sovereign 
equality except for "aggressors." Dumbarton Oaks 
does not define what it means by "peace-loving 
states"—who they are. But we must assume tha 
all countries on our side are "peace-loving," xvriile 
the enemies are "aggressors." That is a natura 
definition in war-lime. 


However, the Valla Report amends the Allan- 


Lie Charter clearly and substantially. This phrase 
does it: 
". . . the restoration of sovereign rights am 
self-government to those peoples who have been 
forcibly deprived of them by the aggressor na- 


ns." 
So if an aggressor deprives a country o[ self- 


government and sovereignty, it is no go. But if a 
'peace-loving" country does exactly the same, .it 
is not a violation of Yalta. One moral law applies 
:o the "aggressor," another to the "peace-loving.1 


If Germany takes Poland, for instance, it is an out- 
rage because Germany is an aggressor: if Russia 
does precisely that, it is O.K. because Russia is a 
[>eace-loving country. 


This is a fascinating amendment to and clari- 


fication of the 'Atlantic. Charier—which the Presi 
dent justifies, I suppose, as "the result of give-and- 
take compromise." 


How more honest it would have been to have 


said this is what had to be done for victory anc 
we are doing it sadly, not a little ashamed, but by 
:he force of necessity. To hide it away in verbiage 
idds insult to treachery.
